The following bulletin was issued by 
the President's physiclanti nt 10:30 p. 
ui. : 

••Till' eoiulition of the President is un- 
(•li;nif,'ril in all iniiiurlaiit pai-ticiiliirs. 
His temperature is lUO.li; pulse, 11-1; 
respiration 28. 

"When the operation was done on 
I^'riday last-, it was found that the b\ill('t 
had carried with it a short distance be- 
neath the .skin a fragment of the I'resi- 
(lent'.s coat. This foreign material was 
of eourse removed, but a slight irrita- 
tion of tissues was produced, the evi- 
dence of which lias appeared only to- 
night. 'It has been necessary on account 
of tliia slight disturbance to remove n 
few stitches and partially open the .skin 
wound. 

The incident cannot give rise to other 
complications, but it is eommunicated 
to .the iiublic as the surgeons in nttend- 
inee wisli to make their bulletins en- 
tirel.v frank. In conseciuenco of this 
separation of the edges of tlie surface 
wound. lu'aling of the same will be 
sonieuiiat delayed. The President is 
now well enough to begin to take nour- 
ishment by the mouth in the form of 
pure beef juice." .

Sept. 10.— (Special)— The 
Chinese Empire lleform Association has 
received delinite word that Prince Chun, 
biiiilier of the Emperor of China, will 
jiass tbrou.di Vancouver on his way home 
from ICuroiie- The Chiiut;e in Vancou- 
ver, augmented by liuiidreds from the 
United States, will give Prince Chun a 
inagiiilicent reception "during his entire 
visit. The I'rince is said to be in sym- 
palh.v witli the reform movement. Tlie 
Cliiiiese Board of Trade met l.-i^t night 
and decided to do their share in the re- 
ceiition to the royal part.v. It has been 
practically decided to erei't an Oriental 
arch, entirely different in design from the 
other arches to be erected-

Behring Sea 



Saucy Lass Returns, Having 
Run Short of Food— Has 
704 Skins. 



Story of the Finding of Four 
Bodies on Alaskan 
Island. 



Scaling schooner Saucy Lass, Capt. 
Brown, the first sobouner of the Behring 
-sea fleet to return to port, arrived home 
yostcrda.v, with a catcli of 70-1 si'al skins 
to show for lier season's Vi'ork. .She ar- 
rived olt the Cape sii da.v>s ago and oiii' 
of Iier boat.s came in yesterday morn- 
ing. The Saucy Lass left hero on 
March 12 with four boats and a stern 
boat, and took 185 seals off the coast, 
and as the coast sea.son was iionring an 
end, started off to the Coiijier Islands, 
where s!ie took O'Jl (?kins. Then pro- 
ceeding to tlie Behring sea at the end of 
July she took 2S skins in the Northern 
sea, before her provisions ran out, ana 
on Augiust lt> slio was obliged to come 
out and run home because of the short- 
age of food. Efforts were nia<le to ^■e- 
cnre a siipiily at Oinialaskn, but nnaiiu' 
to negotiate a draft there — the Victoria 
sealers are not "persona grata" — she was 
obliged to return to port, and lose the 
balance of the sealing sea.son. 

When the Saucy Lass arrived at Oun- 
ala.ska from the Copper Islands, a re- 
Iiort was current lliere of tin? liniling of 
the bodicK of four men during last sum- 
mer on the roek.v shores of AUutan is- 
liind, one of the chain of islands form- 
ing tlie Aleutian archipelago. Accord- 
ing to a report wliiclT was wididy circu- 
lated at Hutcli harbor and Ounalaska, 
the four men whose bodies were found 
just uhove the high water on the pborcs 
of the island, 'are believed to have been 
members of tho crew of the long loc<t 
steamer Pelican, which was lost while 
on a voyage from Port Townsend to 
Taku with a cargo of lumber. She was 
never heard Of, other than in the finding 
of a paper in ni bottle of Karluk two 
years afterwards. 

It was said at Dutch Harbor that the 
Indians, who found these victims lying 
on the lone shore, seemingly where they 
bad crawled just above the reach of the 
sea, after barely reacliing the land, only 
to die of exhaustion, reported that two 
of the dead men had uniforms with but- 
tons. This w<nild indicate that the un- 
fortunates were olllcers of a steamer, 
whether the Pelican or it is dilliciilt 
to sa.v, for it was not definitely sliowii 
that ^iucll was the case. 

The Pelican was lost about four years 
ago. nevi'i- bein^' heard of after she i>ass- 
eil out of the Straits dui-iiig a slovmy 
Oi-lolier. until two years after\v,an!c< a 
iiiessa.u'c was brou.ubr frinii KarluU, 
wliieh liad been iiickeil up in the Aleu- 
tian arehi|ielago. This inessa.L'e contain- 
ed ill a slii|)'s bottle, bad been written on 
a letter head of the steamer Pelican, 
ami in ^vllal was iilenlilieil by the 
steaiusliii> <oiiipan.v as llie writing of 
Chief Olliccr Patterson. Tli:>s was the 
only word receive, 1 of the lost steamcr, 

Aceoi'diiig to ailvices brought by the 
Saiic,v I>ass fnuii some of the schooners 
in tlie Behring sea, si^dien by her. tlie 
indicaticnis are good for a fair catch this 
year, for each of the schooners had 
done better up to tho date they M'erc 
KlK>ken than they had done last ye.ir. 
The top liner to August 16, as far as 
could be learned, was the sehoonc!- 
Arietis, Capt. W. Heater, with 1S5 
skins.' nie Penelope had 120 up to the 
15th, and the Annie B, Paint (Capt. Mc- 
Kiol), Vivri, Diana and Euterprisc wer<' 
oacli spoken witli between fifty and si.xty 
each up to the 10th. Cnpt. Brown re- 
ports that tbero were more se.als seen 
than la«t year, but tliey were restless. 
This was probably due to the earliness 
of the seas(m. Tlu? seals were seemingly 
in .'ibcuit the same feeiliiig grounds as 
last year. 

The seals were nliso plentiful off llie 
Coiiiicr Islands, anil the v,-eatbi'r being 
gooil. there were a anniber of good bunt- 
ing days, in whieli the seliooiicr put 
(luite a nuiiilier of skills iieneath Jier 
hatches. Tho weather in tlie l^ebring 
sea up to the time she left was not gooil. 
but neither was it bad. As Cnjit. Brown 
put.s it. 'it wiiK betwixt ami between.' 
and not good .sealing weather- No Vif^ 
lori.n scliooners or .Tapanese vess(.'b 
were seen ofl' the Coinier Islands. Tin 
sciiooner left there on .Tnl.r 1.") and pro- 
ceeded to OunalaKka, where she found a 
number of Victoria schooners in port 
preparing to tro into the Bidiring .sea, and 
tlie U. S. S. Thetis was there passing up 
to Caiie XoTiie. Tlio Bear was passiiii; 
tliore up to St. Michael, and the U. S. S. 
Manning was there preparing to patrol 
tlie Bebrinir sen. The ]5ritisli slnop-of- 
war Condor was also at Ounalapka. 

On her way down from the Behring 
sea the Sauc.v Ln.ss sighted the wreck 
of a larL'e four-niasted schooner painted 
white, standing hi«I>' and drj' on the 
hcacb near Scotch Cap in Unimnk pass- 
Shc did not appear much injured, but 
was.hlgh'ui) on the be/ich. , .This , will in 
all probability bo the .Tfimcs Sennet, the 
crew of which arrived- down some days 
ago. •. ■■■ ■ . ■• 

The. Saucy Lnss mnde a 'onick run 
down from Unimnk pass, with a fair 
breeze all the way, and never having 
to t.'iko in her mniusnil until .arriving 
iff the coast. She reached tho Cape 
ast Thursda.v and since then lias been 
endeavoring to enter the Straits. One 
of her boats came in with three of her 
hunters, and arrived here yesterday 
morning. 

Tho news of the Islnndor disaster Was 
learned by those on tlio schooner when 
off the Cape, one of the little fishing 
schooners spoken off the coast liaving 
tossed a file of papers on boards which 
gave news ot tho loss of the steamer.

Emma Goldman, the Fiery Ex-^ 
ponent of Dl.sorder, Taken 
into Custody. 



She Says ' She • NeVerl^lncitetF 
Czolgosz to ' Shoot Presjj. 
dent Mcklriley. 



Asserts That Man Planned and 
Carried Out His Crime 
Unaided. 



Chicogo, Sept. 10.— Emma Goldman,- 

whose speeches, according to the' man 
himseif, fired the brain of Leon *Czol- 
gosz, tho would-be assassin of I'resi- 
dent McKinley, was arrested here today. 
She is held on a warrant »worn out by 
Capt- Collerau, chief of detectives, 
cliaigiiig her with conspiracy to assassin- 
ate President Mclvinley. 

MIms Goldman'ci manner was detlaiit as 
she was led into the ollice of Chief of 
Police O'Noil, but she disclaimed all 
knowledge of Czolgosz and his crime, 
admitting only that she met him hero on 
.Inly 12. 

"Do yon know -tliat your words are 
what Czolgosz nays Ktirred him to shoot 
the President?" she was asked. 

"I do not; I never advocated violeiice. 
I scarcely knew the man. I was leaving 
for Rochester, via Buffalo, when Czol- 
gosz had a few words with me. Ho said 
he had heard me lecture at some memor- 
ial hall in Cleveland ust May, and that 
he wanted to know me. I eenrcely Te- 
member anytliing about him save that bis 
complexion -was light." 

Then how do. you know that tliis man 
is the one' who, tried to kill the Presi- 
dent?" 

"Oh!" (with a shrug of the shoulders) 
"I guess that from what<the newspapers 
say." ., 

What did you think when you beard 
th.'it an attempt to kill the 'President bad 
been made?" the woman was: asked. 

With a wave of her band, and, another 
shrug of the shoulders, Bhe= -answered 
disdainfully, "I thought, ob, the fool!" 

The prisoner's manner was growing 
more and -more excited, and she made an 
evident effort to control herself. In this 
she eventually succeeded, and Inunclied 
forth into a discourse on tho teachings 
of anarchy. 

She declared anarchy did not teach 
men to do the act which has made Czol- 
toiiv. dcY^iiised and hated the world over. 
'We work against the system, and Ed- 
ucation is our watchword," slie said. 

''It Vas early last .Tuly when I came 
to Chicago to visit the Issaks family," 
she continued, in answer to interroga- 
tions concerning her vvhereaboutfi re- 
cently- "On the night of .July 12. 
Issaks was out of the house, tlie hell 
r.ing and I went to the door. The man 
who I learned through the newspapers 
was Czolgosz, utood there. lie s.aid ho 
wanted to see nie. I was nbout to catch 
the Nickel Plate train, as I and 3Ij. 
Issaks' daughter were about to go to 
Rochester. He went to tho Rock Island 
depot with us. but I wns .so busj' taking 
leave of my friends that I scarcely no- 
ticed him. It wns not a time when one 
wonhl want to moke new friends. At 
the depot I had the few words with 
him which I have told you. That was all 
there ever was bet%voen us. I am an 
anarchist, a student of soclnlism, but' 
nothing in anything I over said to Leon- 
Czolgosz would have led him to do tbei, 
act which startled everybody Frldnyi"" 
"Not even in your lectures; be says' 
your word.s sot his brain on fire?" askcdl 
the interviewer. 

'.Vm I accountable beeause somt- 
crack-brnined "person jnit a wiong con- 
stiuclioii on ni.v words?

I belii've 
tliat, till' I'rosidfnt will recover, and lu- 
lieve it so thoroughly tliat I leave here 
tonight." 

(JuostioiUMl as to the mode of jiro- 
cedure so far as the state wa.s concern- 
.ed, he said: "1 see no reasou for the call 
■of au e.xtraordinury grand jury. The 
j^rand jurj' now in session is coniposeil 
of Amerlcaii citizens, and will undouht- 
edly take care of the would-be assassin.

Asked as to cnactinent of legislature

son ifor even anarchists to attack a man 
like I'resideut AlcICiuley. Here is tlie 
country wlioro they are allowed perfect 
freedom of speechl Here the ruler is a 
man descended from farmer stock, self 
■made. Here is a man who has no future 
-or Tneaus other than that which he may 
manage to save out of his .salary as 
President. Trobalily many a working 
mail ill the U. S. today has a larger 
•amount of real estate tlmn 'Mr. McKin- 
ley. In addition lie is'Uindly disposed, 
O'hristian gentleman, and in every great 
omergeucy in which lie could act has 
been a friend of the eoiiimoii people. 
Why should he be shot then by au j 
nu-.irchist." 

Th" President's physicians have, been 
impressed with his remarkable recup- 
erative powers, and the rapidity of Utis 
imiirovement. 

Ordinarily au incision for such an op- 
oration as was performed upon tne chief 
executive, should heal within three 
weeks, but in the President's case, it 
may be strong enough for him to be 
moved a little sooner. The President 
■will be taken direct to Washington as 
.-soon as it ia safe to move hiin. Within 
the -sick room many evidsncos of the 
President's improvonicnt wore apparent. 

The Tresideiit himself, began to show

attempted thus far, and it Is too early 
vet to ithink of his sitting up in boil or 
any other marked use of his muscles.

Caiiaili.-iliri 
iiia.v count upiiu this island, so long 
famous in history, becoming one of the 
most important parts of the world in an 
iniliitstrial ami commercial sense. 

■AVe had just laid aside the Uerald with 
Hiis interesting story of Cape Breton, 
when wo picked up the Times and read 
the additional nci^vs of the silver- 
lead 'discovery on Cowieliau I^ake. The 
thought at oiiiM! siiggested itself that it 
is n very remarkable thing tliat, just as 
on the extreme east of Onnnda nu islaml, 
separated from the mainland by n narrow

civiliy-aliou are about to accomplitsh their 
greatest exploits. This is a tremendous 
fact. It is of itself n guarantou of the 
•future greatness of the Dominion. Both 
the great Oceans are at our command- 
On both of them we liave the finest hai^ 
hors, and on the islands, where we may 
hope to see built up the seat of a great 
commerce, are sources of wealth the 
value of Avhicli im man can estiiuale. 

Vancouver Island is live limes as large 
.'IS Cape Breton. We have no means of 
ine.isuring the extent of the coal de- 
posits ou either, but to all intents and 
purposes they are inexhaustible. It is 
probable that the ijuality of the best 
Cape I'lielon coal is better than any yet 
discovered on this Island, nlthough this 
i^ only a matter of opinion, and we have 
uo data upon which to base it, except a 
general knowledge of the liest coal pro- 
duced in the two localities. The differ- 
once, if any, is not great, and we tliink 
that the averagi,' of Vancouver I«land 
coal is fully oiiuul to the average Caiie 
Breton coal. As the two are not at all 
likely ever to come into competition, it 
is a matter of indirfereiice whether there 
is or is not a friictional advantage in 
favor. of the Eastern p^-oduct. In regard

So furnaces set up on 
Vaueouver I.slund can procure ore from 
the Northwest Coast of the ^laiulaud 
and the supply is inucli;a(>arer than the 
mines of Newfoundland are to Sydney. 
When we h.-ive siiokea of coal and iron, 
all ouuparisoiis between the two is- 
la'iuls must cease. Vanniuver Island has 
vastly n;iue agii.aliur.ii lauil than Cape 
Breton, and it.s fertility is far greater. 
Vancouver Island has a vastljr •better 
climate, for -while Cape Bret6n' is ex- 
posed to the inllueuee of the cold Arctic 
current, Vancouver Island receives the 
full benelit of the warm .lapauose cur- 
rent. In respect to timber, the Eastern 
island is so far behind the '^Vestern, 
both in respect to quantity and quality, 
that they are in totally different classes. 
There is a particular in which -the two 
islands resemble each other,' that has 
not been nientioi'.-v', and it is in the fact 
that off tlio coast of both are vahiablo 
lishories, but here again our Western 
island stands far in the lead ot that in 
the Bast. ' So it appears from a general 
comparicion of resources, Vancouver Is- 
land stands far in front of Cape Breton 
in all that is needed to make a rich and 
prosperous community. We liave not 
mentioned the advantage of geographi- 
cal position except incidentally, but may 
add that there is nothing which can l.e 
claimed on this sc-oro for Cape Breton an 
respects Europe, Africa and South Am- 
erica that cannot be claimed with eiiual 
force for Vancouver Island as respects 
Asia, South America and 'Australia, 
wliile we will be able to become strong 
competitors with our future rival in 
Africa and even Europe. 

What has given Cape Breton the ini- 
lietus whicli fully juslities the roseate 
anticipations of such men as Sir William 
Van Home? The answer is tlie judi- 
cious invostmout of capital under dis- 
creet legislation. This is what Vancou- 
ver Island needs, and it is to bringing 
about such a result that the Colonist 
would like to be able to devote Its ener- 
gies, and in so doing, receive the co- 
operation of our contemporaries, of the 
Boards of Trade and of all public men. 

BY-ELECTIONS. 

There is an old saying that you cannot 
teach, on old dog now tricks, and Mr. 
D. W. Higgins exemplifies the truth of 
the principle of it, although wo would 
neither apply the epitliet to him nor ac- 
cuse him of playing triolts. The trouble 
Willi our friend is that long years of 
newspaper work have got the habit of 
contention so ingrainea Into his nature 
tliat he, like the traditional Irishman 
at Donnybrook, goes around looking for 
chalices for a shindy. He thinks he has 
discovered one in what the Colonist said 
yesterday about bringing on by-elections, 
and with as much proinptness' as "though 
lie himself were at Donnybrook, he strips 
uf[ bis coat, whirls his shillelagh 
around, and invites all and sundry, the 
Colonist preferred, to step vtpon the tall 
of Ills garment. This is not because our 
combative friend has the slightest 
idea tliat he has or can make out 
case to sustain the astounding propo- 
sition that the Speaker and the Deputy 
['rovineial Secretary can between them 
run the province, hut only' so that he 
may keep his hand in against any even- 
tualities that may arise. 

We should be sorry to say to so ven- 
erable a gentleman as Mr. Iliggins tliat 
be is trying to fool the public, but as 
we have to cliooso between thinking 
that and believing that be himself is de 
ceiveil, we milt<t accei)t the former al 
leruiitivc. :Mr. Iliggins says that when 
he w.is Speaker, his warrant was al- 
ways respected. No doubt this is the 
case. We understand that there was an 
oi-c;ision when a goveruiilent altenipteii 
to bring on an elr-ction without the w.'ir- 
rant. ainl ^Ir. Iliggins eulcn-d an ef- 
fectual protest, but that only proves that 
the government of tlie day was violat- 
ing tile law. 

Mr. Iliggins cannot believe that 111 
giivernmeiit intends to defer tlie N'ictoria 
election until it has prepared a policy 
to lay before the people. We did not 
suggest anything of the kind. Wo have 
no more knowledge of rvhat the govern 
inent's iiileiitions in llie matter arc lliaii 
Mr. Iliggins has. But we do say as em- 
phaticnlly us we can that, iC the govern' 
ment desires to defer the election in 
Mctoria until it lias had time to de- 
cide uiion certain matters of ])idicy, it 
would be quite witliiii its right to do so, 
and there would be abundant precedents 
for such action.

THE RAILWAYS OF THE WOULD. 

At the close ot the Inst century the 
raihva.v mileage of the world was 480,- 
(K)0, anil for some ye.-irs previnusly IIuti' 
had been an annual iiicieasi} of nearly 
oi/o per cent., the actual mileage added 
being 11,000. Most persons, if asked 
the question, would say tlMt the largest 
anioiuit of new mileage is in America, 
but Europe led the list on average con- 
struction during the last few years, iis 
the following table will show:

America 3,500 

Asia -. . . 2,25<) 

Africa 1,100 

Aiic^tralasia lUO 

llUHsia has led the .way in railway 
construction in Euroiie, her now mileage 
in the last ten years being 5,145, not in 
eluding the Siberian railway. Germany 
has laid 2,5-1:7 miles with mils in 
the last decade, Austria 0,350, but Great 
Britain only sliows up for 503 miles. Bel- 
gium lias more railway mileage per cap- 
ita than any other Enropenri country, 
Eiiglaad coming next. Britirih railways 
are far more extensive per mile than 
tliose of any otiier country. There are 
tliree times as many Jiiiles of railway 
per thousand square miles or territory in 
England than ip the Uuited State&r Dur- 
ing the last four years Africa has tande 
ap excellent showing in railway con- 
struction, the new mileage in that period 
being 4,330 miles. Of this 820 miles are 
in Egnit, -194 miles,;in::iBri«sh;.Sou A^ 
rica, 58(3 in the Trnns'v.Vni Colony, 590 
in the Oraiigi? Uiver Colony, and 500 in 
Algeria !uid Tunis. The mileage in 
British Ea.st Africa and Uganda is not 
given by Engineering, from which the 
above figiire-s are- tako.-,i, but it is very 
considor.'ible, and in some aspects forms 
the mo.'^it interesting piece oi! railway 
work ncoeinplished in a long time. From 
present appearances Canada and British 



Africa .seem to offer the greatest pros- 
jiects of railway construction in the near 
future.

Investigation Adjourned to Await 
Instructions From Depart- 
ment of Justice. 



The department of justice has now 
taken a hand in tho Islander enquiry, 
and E. V. Bodwell, K, C, has been in- 
striuited by telegram to attend the sit- 
tings of the court on behalf <st that do- 
pa rtmont of the Dominion governmont, 
to watch tho procoodiugs in tho public 
interest. Because of this now phase of 
tlie urocoodiugs tho nuticipatod decision 
of the commissioner and his two tifises- 
sors which was expected- to ihave been 
made yesterday afternoon, was not 
given, -and no other wituoascs being pre- 
sent for examination, an adjournment 
was made until September 25 in order 
allow of time for .tho instructions 
from tiie minister of justice to reach .Mr. 
E. V, Bodwell. 

iMr. Bodwell was present when the 
court resumed its sitlii.'gs yesterday, and 
when Commissioner Oapt. Gandin and 
.Assessors Captain J. G. Cox and 
r. A. Thomson took their seats, 
lie said: "Before any witnesses are 
culled, I wish to state that I 
have received instructions to at- 
tend the enquiry on behalf of the Do- 
minion government. So fur I have had 
no opportunity to attond tho enquiry, 
and liaving no interest then, I have had 
no knowleiigo of what has taken place. 
On receiving: my instructions I com- 
niiinicated with tlie department of jus- 
■ and asked the minister what course 
he desired nie to take. In reply to my 
c((niinniiication I liave received a telo- 
gr.ani from the department of justice 
asking me to reipiest an adjournment for 
sudlcient time to communicate with the 
minister by letter, stating tho facts 
fully. uVnticiputing such a step, I wrote 
on (Monday to the department, this let- 
ter containing fully -what I would have 
sent after receiving tho lelegram from 
tlio deiKirtmeut. Thus a doy wns gaiii- 
d. It is my intention after tho court 
liad douo wli.at business is before it 
for today to ask for an adjournment un- 
til such time as will iiermit of my in- 
structions being received frcdii Cttawa." 

Caot. (iaudiii — "I understand it that 
yon desire an adjoiiriinieiit before other 
witnesses are examined."

A meeting of the iLocal 'Oouncil will 
be held shortly in tho cxhihitiou build- 
ing, so that memucra may see whut the 
wuuicn have planned. 

The following account of the presen- 
tation of the address to the tjueeu, will 
be read witli interest.

Women of all classes Uiroiigihout

ance the loyal address wuicli some liO,- 
t»UU of them have signed. Lady Aber- 
Ueen, who is hurseli presideuC of the 
National Uuiou of Women 'Workers, ut- 
tendcd as the representative of the Coun- 
tess of iMinto, and was accouipuuied by 
Lady Taylor, presideut of the National 
Council of AVomeu of Canada, and Miss 
T. 1''. .AVilson, secretary. Lord Stratli- 
cona and Mount Royal, .\Iis. Learmout, 
who has acted as Jionorary treasurer 
to tile uuderlakiug, and .Mrs, Edward 
Grilllii, president of the Local Council of 
U'onien of Ottawa. The chief features 
of the album itself were described in 
these colniiins on Saturday, but to tlie 
details then given it may be added tiiat 
tile idea of presenting an address of 
loyalty originated with the Ixical Coun- 
cil of Women of Monti-eal in February 
last. Districts to the number of :i5U were 
marked out, und sheets for the signa- 
tures of those desirous of signing were 
sent to them, lu order to present them 
in suitable form to tlio t^uocu it was 
suggested that everyone who signed 
should contribute two coutSj and with 
the .'>414 thus willingly ouered tho cost 
of tile two beautiful volumes was more 
than met. The names in addition to 
tliosu' already mentioned on the first 
sheet include those of Lady Laurier and 
Lady Tlionipson, widow of the famous 
Canadian statesman who died witli such 
tragic suddenness at Windsor Castle 
when visiting Her late .iiajesty. An- 
other notable signature is that of Mrs. 
Creighlon, oi Halifax, who is the ouly 
survivor of those who dauced at the ball 
given iu that city in honor of the wed- 
ding of Queen Victoria. Very curi(jus 
are tlie names of the young Sarcee In- 
dian women, who have signed with sueU 
designations as Sarah Big Crow, Daisy 
Grasshopper, I'oliy Goiiig-to-the-Lrees. 
The .-uidress itself is most beaiititully 
ilU„„i„aled by Mr. A U. Howard, who, 
on the lirst sheet, lias entwined the 
Rovai arms and tlie arms of the severa 
provinces with the Cauiuluui lily am 
inanles, emblematic of loyalty, love, and 
congratulatiou. On the secont the Eui- 
pire's mourning is .symbolised in darU 
pine trees and the pitcher plant, held to 
represent remembrance, i'he address is 
iu the following terms: 

\s women of Canada, we would hum- 
id v convev to His .Majesty King Ld- 
wiird Vll.' and to his illustrious consort, 
through the National Council )\ omtu ot 
Canada, our sincere congratulations on 
tiieir accession to the throne, and tha 
assurance of our perpetual love and 
fealty. . , 

We have, the greater confidence in 
making this approach by reason of the 
gracious message sent l>y our late be- 
loved Sovcreigu -Lady queeu _\ ictoria 
on the 7th day of .luly, IS'Ji, to the 
National Council of 'Women of Canada 
iu res|)onse to their c(nigratulati(iiis on 
tlio completion of the sixtieth year of 
Her i.Majestv's reign. Words lad us 
to tell of our love for lier. We praisi; 
Ciod for her long and glorious reigii, and 
we eiishriue her iu our hearts as one 
wlio bore, through a long tale of years, 
as Queen and woman a stainless scep- 

"^'your Majesties have been endeared to 
vour subjects in all parts of your do- 
iiiiiiions bv the breadth of your sympa- 
thies and vour many activities, for tlii!

Many assurances of loyalty and devo- 
tion havi! been tendered to His Majesty 
th(> King from all parts of the I'hnpire 
since his accession to the throne, but

th(> address presented to me today on 
behalf of tho women of Canada. 

Tlie address will always be treasured 
liy Jlis 'Majesty and myself, not only 
f('ir the great artistic merit of the vol- 
umes containing it, but especially for tlie 
loving references it makes to Hei late 
iMiijcsty Qiicen Victoria. It is imixis- 
sihle to estimate the extent to which 
her life and example contributed to that 
enlargement of the sphere of women's 
activities which has added so much to 
tlu! hapiiiiiess of tlie British iieople, and 
which C(nistitutes not the least glory of 
the era associated with her uaiiie. 

'i'iie Queen was obviously much jdeas- 
ed with the beauty of the volumes, luid 
before the deputation withdrew, kindly 
Iicrmitted Lady .Vberdei-u to retain 
them another day, in order that a few 
privileged peoplo might inspect them at 
her house in Grosvcnor street on Satur- 
day, morning.

an(l finiet elcKance in the architecture 
and decorations of the'cars. 

Where the rooms are lighted liy wiii- 
<lows in both siiU.s. the cross-lights thus 
caused have been tempered by a judicious 
use of draperies, ami by an adherence, 
in the d(>c-(iratious and interior fittings, to 
tones of color restful to the eye and the 
auind. 

Wherever, on the other hand, the plan- 
ning of tlie car has aHowed of rooms lie- 
in.tr liglited from (Uic "side only, a lighter 
and more delicate schtMue iirevailfi. 

Tlie exteriors of the cars are finished in 
m.'iliogany; and tho window shades, 
where seen from the ' out.-^ide, are of a 
warm golden hue harnioiiiziii.g well with 
the wood. 

In order 'to secni'ot a'harmonioiis whole, 
and, as it were, to fie tlio entire scheme 
together, it seemed best to carry certain 
juotiffi of form and color through the 
principal rooms of both cara. Thus the 
heavy Wilton carpet with which the 
floors are covered ns -of the same hue 
'throughovrt— a quiet gray-^grecn of medi- 
um tone. Tlio specially made signal cord 
which .atrotehes its silken length through 
golden r'rngs from -one 'cnd to the other 
of the cars, is of the same color. The 
hardware is all of one de-sign, and fin- 
ished by tlio process .teclinically known 
as "Mercury gold" — a soft gray-golil, 
entirely Tree from glitter or garni.sli- 
ness. Tlie Avindow shades, of Kiik tapcs- 
tr.v, comhino the 'hues of carpet and 
hardware hi a small and unob.strusivo 
pattern. 

The reception room, the largest romn 
of the snTte, opens directly on to the 
observation platform at the extreme rear 
of the ti-ain. The wood work is of Cir- 
cassian w.nlmrt; anil is uinlccorated, 
save for a few ornament:il mouldings 
and a sin.all amount of ornament on the 
capitals of the grouped, liinic )iilasters 
sujiporting the simple cornici> whi(di runs 
entirely aroniid the roum just .above' the 
windows. ]''rom this c(}rnic<- springs the 
cove, which rises in a graceful curve tn 
a small moulded beam; upnii which rii 
turn rests the main vault of the ceiling, 
almost wlifdly covereil b.v a didieate fr.-i- 
cery of modelled ornament in very low 
rcdief, infcrsjieived with cartcuudies filled 
witli lattice work ]ie]-for;ited to secure 
projier ventilation for the room. With the 
exceiition of the sm.'ill beam alluded to. 
the entire niyier ii.art of the room, above 
the cornice, is finished in (iuiet antii|uo 
gold of the some tone as that used on thn 
hnrdwaro. Tlio mouldings and orna- 
ment on tho woodwork are also tou( li- 
ed with gold, and with a small aunaint 
of bine. The architecture and ornnment 
of the room are in the style of I.ouis 
XV. The cnrtnins are of dark blue vel- 
vet, perfectly plaiu, except for an edg, 
ing of smnll «ilk tassels, and dnijied 
simply back from the eight largo win- 
dows through which, as well as through 
tlio glass pnuol in rear door, iin ami.'e 
view may he had of tho mncnificut 
scenery through which the train wdl 
pass. 

A corafortnhle sofa- and roomy arin- 
chairs provide against the fatigue of a 
a-ailway journey, while a convenient 
desk makes pleasant iiio traiusactioii of 
any necessary business, and a good-sized 
<'entre table ingeniously arranged to fold 
lip and he put away when not in use, 
may be hrouglit in when required. Tli(> 
furniture is of Circassian walnut, up- 
holstered in bine velvet to match the 
draperies. 

Electric lights, beliinil hemispheres, of 
out glass set ia the ornamental \v(irk of 
tho ceiling furnish ample and soft illiim- 
iliafion after nightfall. This sidienie 
of liglitingi is carrij.'d out through both 
cars. 

A short corridor, finisliod in m.ahogany, 
leads forward from the recei)tioii to the 
dining room. Ilalf-way up this corridor, 
a door opr-ns into a boudoir, which, with 
its acconiiiMiiying toilet, furnishes a con- 
venient withdrawing room for ladies. Tlio 
walls and ceiling of thi-s room are fini.sh- 
od in pearl gra.v onaiuid. The walls are 
divided into panels framed witli dolicnto 
moilc-lcd ornament in the style of Louis 
fjiiinze, and filled with p.'iintings soft yet 
rich in color, after tho manner of Wat- 
tau. Those paintings are tho work of 
• ^Ir. Shattle, a distinguished Now York 
artist. Omnmontal frames in tlio ceil- 
ing, filled with lattice work, iirovlde ven- 
tilatloir for. the. room. These, as %7ell 
a^ilhc'iprnoment arouud the wall panels, 
nrc touched with gold. The draperies are 
of light blue moire silk, as is tho coven- 
ing of the comfortable upholstered divan 
noross one end of the room, Tvhlch is as 
long and almost as .'wido aa a b,ed, in- 
vites repose. The 'door iatfthe-otner end 
of the: room, which' opens' Into' the toilet, 
i.-3 fitted on the boudoir side with d long 
■mirror, extending almost to <Qie floot^ 
and answering all the" purposes of a 
cheval glass. A couple of small chalna 
and a table, finished in gold, the latter

hangings are of green velvet, the, porti- 
eres ami wall draperies being d<-.-,:oratod 
witli painted and embroidered £>.ppli(iue 
in tones ot gold and green, ^''ae furni- 
ture matches the' other wotyd work iu 
the room, and is upholstered in velvet 
of a rich warm brown. T.wo comfort- 
able armchairs are provided for the 
head and foot of the tabltt, i\nd the other 
chaire, while somewhat *iniaJler, are care- 
fully proportioned with a view to <-'om- 
fort. A rnndelabruiii-like electric fixture 
supplies light for the Oining table, which

A corridor riniilar in finish to the 
one already meiitiioned I.-muIs ImrwapJ 
past the pantry, kitchen, and stone rooms, 
are ftirnished with every appliance that 
iiiigeraiity could -sugge st or culinary skill 
doiriaud in the prepriration of the most 
elaborate rop.ast. 

The corridor e.xte nd.s the ciif iro length 
of the second 'Oar, tjie York. The central 
section of this car for a length of about 
thirty feet is takcjii up by the two priii 
cipal bed pMoms i.vitli the baJiiirooies and 
servants' roiuiis belDiigiug to them.

There is also a I'p^'bt phiced over 
the head of e;i(di heil. in .-i convenient 
IMisitiou I'cir reading. \'entilati(m is pro- 
videil for in the same manner as in tho 
Iioudidr. Till' wall p.-ine!s, ilrapei'ic.-. 
and fni-iii(m-e coveiin-s in the Huki 's 
beilroiim are of red silic ai'iuurc; in tiic 
Duchess' of light blue iindre. The or- 
namental inoulding.s. vimtilntor screens, 
etc, are touched wiili color. The furni- 
ture is of sntinwood. The bedrooms com- 
municate with each other. 

Next to oaidi bedroom, and conimimi- 
cating directly with it, is a commodious 
l>ath room. These bathrooms «ro oxactlv 
alike. The walls, up ito .a ;point higher 
tli.iH a man's head, are entirely covered 
with tufted upholstery in rubber cloth, 
soft to the touch afld perfectly water- 
firimf.

I went orer this 
district on his coionlzallun road, ilirmigli 
the Mormon settlement, and can assure veil 
that I was much delighted with everything 
1 saw. Tile ditch, 103 miles in length, Is 
ta.kcji out ot the St. JIary's river, near the 
International boundary line, aud runs to 
tUo town of twthbrldge, through tUo Mor- 
jiion settlemeBts of Sterling aud McOratb, 
.thus funilshiug water for th(! Irrigation of 
an Immense tract. This tract was the only 
aioor part of .llii.s section of the country. It 
-ivua supimsed to be only suitable for rang- 
ing purposi'.s, but with tlie lutroiluctloii of 
water, theiv^ is u direct a.ssuranee of a 
crop every ye.ar, ami evidence of this was 
given at Sterling and -MeCrath, where the 
crops wore nuu-e forward tban lu any sec- 
tion nt all Canada, at that date, with per- 
liaiis the exeepiiim of the best portions ot 
the I'enlnsula of the Province of Ontario 
You can tougliio my surprise, at this very 
section which I visited sunn, ilfieen years 
ago was stated most iioslilvelv to be so 
dry and arid that It was bevond the possi- 
bilities of cultivation. 

"These Monuon setilonients ari! vorv at- 
ti-actlve.

It Ls beautifully finished throughout 
prima vorra, or white maliogauv. On 
Uho right baud ot the outranco is a "show- 
er bath nnd lavatory, wltilo a corridor 
runs throughout the entire length of the 
car. In tho contro of tho car Is a 
smoking room, and .at cither end are 
three state rooms, fittej with lavatory 
and toilets, Xo.xt conies the .\ustralia 
which is on tho plan of an ordiiiarv 
sleeping car, hut niori> richly myiiolstered 
than tho ordinary I'ullmaii car. The 
wood work is mahogany throughout, e.v- 
cept in the two staterooms at one end 
of the car. The upholstering through- 
out is in old gold, wlfilo the i>aiielling 
of the iijiper berths is also done in old 
gold. 

'Pile dining car .Sandringham is the 
ne.Kt of tho suite. It is fitted up after 
the manner of the ordinary dining cars 
on the regular trains, oiil.v with some- 
what more care. A largo kitchen, con- 
taining .a r.'inge is at one end of the 
car, ne.xt come the pantry and then tho 
dining room. The woodwork throughout 
is lu-inia vorra, while the upholstering is 
gilt. Tho India and the South .\frica 
are similar to the ..Vustfalia, already de- 
scribed, except with regard to ilct.ails 
of uiiholstoring, which is in terr:i cotta, 

'At the forward end of the train are 
two ears .containing each n compart- 
ment witli berths, lockers and lavatories 
for tho trainmen, and a second ( 0111)1.1 rt- 
iiient which in one car is devoted to wine 
cupboards, and refrigerators, and in the 
orher car to sinice for the private bag- 
g;ige of t<lie party. 

l'"()ur other special cars havo boon hiiilt 
or arranged s]iecially for the occasion.

NB-W PLACER FIND. 

Made by Miners on "rndte lllvor— Floods on 
Porcupine. 

' 'A' correspondent of the Seattle Post-In- 
telligencer, writing from Haines, Alaska, 
.says floods are causing heavy losses to bar 
mines In Porcupine district. A new i)lacer 
strike reported from Wdte river some 
weeks ago, seems to be authentically eon- 
Urmcd by letters recently received lu Skag- 
way. The discoverers, Dall Wright, George 
Bounds, Phil Keltli, Robert Klrby nnd -Mr. 
Springer, wont into the country over the 
Daltou trail early In June, following Infor- 
mation gleaned from earlier prospectors 
■who had passed through the country on 
short rations. 

Gold Commissioner J. T), Graham, of 
'Atlin, lias arrived at Porcupine on his way 
to Inspect the new horse trail leading from 
Wells, on the boundary line, up the north 
side of the Klahena river to the Ualnv Hol- 
low copper tlelds In Brlllsli Columbia. lie 
reports the trail about thirty-live ndles In 
length and almost entirely completed. 
When finished It will enable the Canadians 
to iiass from one police station to the other 
without going Into American territory, and 
In addition will be a groat convenience and 
cncouragenient to ndners who are trying 
to develop the Immense copper properties 
at Rainy Hollow. 

Gold Conimlsslouer Graham reports tliat 
a partv of railroad engineers. In the em- 
ploy ot the White Pass & Yukon road, have 
been In the vicinity of Rainy Hollow for 
several weeks, trying to locate a feasible 
ronle from some point on the main line of 
the White Pass road to Ilalny Hollow, with 
a view to sGciirlntr the traffic ot this camp 
for their road. Undoubtedly the cheapest 
and shortest route to reach these mines Is 
from Lvnn canal up the Chllcat and Kla- 
hena rivers, but this will Involve the cross- 
ing of the boundary line and ensuing com- 
plications connected with securing rights 
of way and ehnrtors from both Cauailinn 
and American governments.

U\ile E.— "The blasting or ready to shoot 
signal (t Ii(dls). nuisl bo acknowledged by 
engineer as described, before It can be 
considered as ac((>i)ted hy Ulm. Miners 
must not light fusi- before the engineer 
has so ai'kuowliMlged and accepted their 
signal, as It umv imt be possible at tlii\t 
moiui'nt to hoist. The englni'er before ac- 
knowledging the blasting signal. nnist 
stand readv to hoist Iinrnedlately or reipilr- 
ed signal. Having ai-knowleilged and ac- 
cepted sncli signal, the engineer must not 
quit his post, nnil must not allow anything 
or anvbndv to Interfere with his prompt 
obeillenee of the signal to 'hoist away' 
from blast." 

Now. nr. Editor, Is it fair to say In the 
face of the above Inslance. that Mr. Klrby 
was not warranted In protesting vigorous- 
ly ag.'ilnst this compllciited anil therefore 
(iangerou.s, code? Is It reiisoualile to ex- 
Iiect a miner, when confronted with Ini- 
ndnent danger at the bottom of a mine, 
to read a whole pamiililot through, by the 
llL'ht of caudle, before he can be sure of 
Ills signals'.' Equally \inreasonable Is It to 
expect such men to learn by heart: sneli 
leuL'thv and complicated iiart Iculars. I 
have given the first Instance that offered 
Itself in the code, but It must not ho sup- 
posed that It is the only one. 

Long nnd needless pauses are provided 
for. which would ho sure to "put n mnn 
out" In trying to keep track of the bolls, 
and thus Introduce n great element of 
danger. 

Finally. I would point out that whatever 
recommendation Mr. Klrby mav or may 
not have made, before the signal code had 
been submitted to him in Its entirety, and 
before it had been onrefully studied out. 
ho did his utmost, in conjunction with 
nearly all our mining men of repute, to 
prevent the Introduction of any code what- 
ever. 

One would snpnose that i\'hen the Minis- 
ter of Mines took the nalns to con.nilt our 
mining men on a strictly tochnleal ques- 
tion of mining, he would be gidded by their 
advice. In the present Instance tlie new 
code was vigorously protested against, not 
only by individual mining men. such as 
the mannger.s of the Ymlr, Saint Eugene, 
Silver King. Whitewater, Ruth. Enter- 
prise. War Eagle and Centre Stnr mines, 
nnd also, as I believe, bv Ifr. Bernard Mae- 
'donald. ot the Le Itol mine, but by the R. 
C. Mining Association as a body: bnt thelr 
protests were all simply thrown to the 
winds, as the event showed.

'.; The'.Separtiiieat of agriculture has just 
publi&ed a bulletin issued by the inland 
revenue department givius the results 
of niialyticiil e.Kuniiuations of jams and 
jellies, made by Dr. Tagau, provincial 
health oUieor, Victoria, and 'Mr. Tour- 
chut and Miss TyreH, in tlie inland rev- 
enue department's laboraiory, Ottawa. 
The oxaiuiuiitions were made iu nccord- 
uucu with u reciuost of J. It. Anderson, 
deputv minister of ngricultuie, acting 
upon :i suggestion made by tihe Fruit 
tirowers' .\ssuc'iatioii of British Colum- 
bi:i. The fact that jams and jellies im- 
liorted into the proviucu wert; sold at 
prices below actual cost of production 
aroused the Fruit Growers' Assoeiatiou 
to a well foiuulod s-uspicion that such 
Kuods could uot be gcimine, and in order 
to test the matter, asked 'Mr. Anderson 
to bring it to the ntteut'on of the Do- 
iiiiuiuii governtuent. Tlie aopartiueut of 
iuhiiul revenue secured sainiilcs from 
retail dealers in Victoria and Vancouver 
of all the jams and jellies iu stock, and 
sul)mitted them to vei-y careful analyises, 
dnijlicates of most of the s.imples being 
also aiialyseil by Dr. Fagan. Tlie re- 
sults are set forth iu the bulletin as 
follows: 

The first coHoctioii of 12 samples was 
made iu .l;ine, iuid lliese samples were 
sent to the district lUuUyst, <lui)lic!itcs 
being sent to tliis olllce. On the IDtli 
,rune, Mr. .Viidcrson wrote, saying tliat 
certain ones of the samples collected did 
not represent the cheaper grades of jam. 
aud asking th:i.t those should be rciilaced 
by samples regarding which suspicion 
seemed to be justified by the low price 
at which they were offered for sale. In 
consequence of this, seven (7) otlier 
samples were purchased ou the 7tli ,lnly, 
and sent to the Inciil nun.yst, the dnpli- 
cati's ciriiiing to this olllce. 

Dr. Kagan reported on the 24th Au- 
gust, bill I jiidgi'il it advisable, before 
reporting to yon. to have tlie whole mat- 
ter carefully" investigateil, and for tliis 
puriiiise pla'ceil it in tlie iliaiuls nf .Mr. 
TuiU'cliol, who, assisted by .Miss Tyrrell, 
lias niaili' :ui eximnstivi.. vesearcli and 
rurnislii'd u reiiui't which is worthy of 
creileiicc, 

'I'he nature of tlii-; work is such as to 
iiKiUe ilciuanils uiion tlie resourcef uliicss 
(if the analyst. iiiaMiinch iis the dis- 
I'l'iniiiiatiiiu 'between the tissues of the 
fruit from wliicli tlie jams claim to bo 
made anil the tissue.? of other fruit or 
M'gctables used as 'udiilterants is far 
from being ail easy task, nnd there is 
verv little work on record which can 
guiile tl»e ftottlyst in his investigation. 
The treatment which the fruit receives 
iu the miiuufapturo of j;ims further 
tends to absciire characteristic feaiiircs 
of the fruit in its untural state. It has 
been found necessary, for these reasons, 
to examine -many samples of jams of 
kuowji origin, and, in some cases, to 
prepare jams from the fruit, m order to 
place the conclusions of tlie analy.st be- 
yond anv peradveiitui-e. 

Uesults may be summed up as follows: 
10 samples were imrcliased in diiiilicate; 
of these. :i were not amilyzed, viz.: 

One sample plum jam, made by 
C'ri'.-vs,. Black well; one sample straw- 
berry iani, made by Keillor & Sou; one 
sainjile strawberry jam, uindo by Batger 
1.V: Co., all imiiorted articles. 

,Foiir l-l) other samples, though not 
analvjced br Dr. Fagan, were mialyzed in 
this'laborator.v. viz.: One .sample peach 
jellv one sample red ciirraiitljelly, •one 
sainple stra-.vberry jam, one sample 
gooseberry jam. 

Of the twelve (12) samples analyzed 
liiitli by Dr. I''agan and ((liiplii'atcs) in 
tliis laboratory. Dr. Fagan reports !) 
giMiuiiie, and :i adulterated only as re- 
gards coloring matter. In two (2) of 
thes-c Dr. Fngan finds magenta, a coal- 
tar live which is very prone to contain 
arsenic acid, whicli is ilierefori' very 
in-operly regarded as objectionable iu 
dveinc'food materials. 
"Mr. Tourcliot's work corroborntes Dr. 
Fagan's so far as the presence of artifi- 
(ial coloring matter is concerned, nl- 
t'lou'-'h he is not prepared to identify 
niagentii. 'Mr. Tonrchot further finds 
seven (7) of those samples to be adul- 
terated .with foreign vegetable tissue, ap- 
ple ti.ssue being clearly demonstrated ui 
two samples plum jam, two samples 
raspberry jam, two samples strawberry 
jam. on"e samiile black currant jam, 
wliile one of 1h(> strawberry jams con- 
tained lig as well as apple tissue.
